THOMPSON NAMED CHAIRMAN OF 
RAILROAD COMMISSION AGAIN 
AS TERRELL DECIDES STEP Olf

AUSTIN, Sept. 19.—(/P)—Ernest 


O. Thompson of Amarillo 
was 
named 
chairman of the Texas 
railroad commission today as an 
aftermath of the recent Demo- 


, erotic, primary election. 
. C. V. Terrell, chairman 
since 
January, announced at the state- 
wide proratlon hearing that be- 
cause of pressure from private af- 
fairs he was turning over the 
chairmanship to Thompson, 
an- 
other commissioner who previous- 
ly served In that post. 


Thompson 
was 
chairman 
for 
two years prior to Terrey'a se- 
lection. 
'.In the primary Aug. 27 Terrell 
Was defeated for re-election by G. 
A. Jerry Sadler of Longvlew. 


. "Thompson has at all times co- 


.operated with me and ably assist- 
ed me In the discharge of the Im- 
portant duties of the 
position," 
Terrell said. "I commend him to 
you as a fine executive and a 
great Texan. 


"I have enjoyed my service as 


• chairman of the commission be- 
cause my hands have been upheld 
by the operators of all the seven 
great Industries, we supervise. 
"I wish to thank them and the 
.people of Texas, especially those 
who have had close dealings with 
the commission, for their uniform 
kindness and courtesy." 
Terrell 
received prolonged ap- 


plause from standing oil men at 
the hearing. 
In additional 
re- 
marks he said he had just emerg- 
ed from a campaign In which he 


lost, that the "herd got stamped- 
ed" and he couldn't stop them. 


The commission announced that 


In the last 30 days average bot- 
tomhole pressure In the East Tex- 
as oil field declined 10.34 pounds 
per square Inch. 


The 
average 
pressure as of 


Sept. 8 on 91 key wells was 1,111.30 
pounds. 


The federal bureau of mines es- 


timated market demand for Texas 
crude In October at 1,359,000 bar- 
rels daily, a reduction of 39,600 
barrels from the September esti- 
mate. 


In commenting on the estimate 


Thompson said "the best test of 
market demand is to see if the 
oil moves." 


"Last year we produced a right 
smart amount of oil and much of 
It wont into storage." 


Thompson added there was some 
indication of a pick up In busi- 
ness in the fall. 


Joe Zeppa, East Texas operator, 
urged the commission to respect 
the marginal well law' and to re- 
adjust the allowables of Texan 
fields. 
He said all wells should 
receive nllownrtcoa under the mar- 
ginal well law and the remainder 
should be distributed as the com- 
mission thought advisable, 


Zeppa said there was dangei 
that the whole matter of prora- 
tlon woulud be thrown Into litiga- 
tion and "stabilization" destroyed 
R. H. Foster of Fort Worth re- 


plied to Zeppa suggesting caution 
lest prices collapsed.

The governments of Brit- 


ain and France, agreed on a 
policy of keeping the peace 
at almost any cost, today 
ratified 
a tremendous in- 


ternational deal with Ger- 
many and apparently were 
urging 
Czechoslovakia 
to 


pay the price—her Sudeten areas. 


With almost desperate finality 
the British and foreign cabinets 
gave their 
approval, 
apparently 


unanimously, to the decisions of 
their premiers yesterday to meet 
Germany's demands on Czechoslo- 
vakia. 


But Czechoslovakia, which had 
no part In the fateful decisions, 
still was to be 
reckoned 
with. 


Amid 
Increasing 
resentment 


throughout the countr.y her cabi- 
net met to 
study 
the 
Anglo- 
French plan that may mean her 
dismemberment. 


Complete official 
silence 
was 


maintained In Great Britain but 
it was generally 
expected that 


Prime Minister Chamberlain would 
not long delay his return trip to 
Germany 
to 
tell 
Relchsfuehrer 
Hitler what were said to be these 
concessions: 


1- The Sudeten German districts 


of Czechoslovakia which voted 75 
per cent or more for the Sudeten 
Germany party in district elections 
last May will be considered to 
have decided on union with Ger- 
many. 


2. As soon as practicable, a new 
frontier will be drawn to include 
all districts within Germany. 
To Become Autonomous, 
3. Districts which.voted between 
"0 pnd^ 75 per cf it for F-.tfeten 
German candidates last May will 
become autonomous areas within 
Czechoslovakia. 


4. Populations will be exchanged 
to safeguard the liberty of Ger- 
man minorities which do not wish 
German rule and similar arrange- 
ments will be made for Czecho- 
slovakia's Polish and Hungarian 
minorities. 


5. Czechoslovakia's 
new 
fron- 
tiers will be guaranteed by the 
great powers 
and 
neighboring 
states—Britain, France, Germany, 
Italy, Poland, Hungary and Ru-

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 
19.—(IP)— 
United States Senator David I. 
Walsh (D), of Massachusetts, ad- 
dressed the opening session of the 
twentieth' national convention of 
the American Legion here today 
on neutrality, national defense and 
radicalism. 
"In the midst of a darkness and 
despair that hangs over the world, 
with human 
beings crying out 


everywhere lor peace, I plead with 
this powerful and patriotic organ- 
ization to accept the challenge to 
preserve peace and order here in 
our own America, and to continue 
ceaseless devotion to the claims of 
justice," he said. 
"I urge a policy of unquestioned 


and affirmative neutrality. 
"We must strain every effort, 
employ every mean* of vigilance, 
exhaust every alternative short of 
mischievous meddling to prevent 
another world conflict, but, even 
more Important, we must protect 
our country from becoming entan- 
gled in the mesh of International 
rivalry and conspiracy which In- 
evitably leads to war. 


"The problems of youth of Amer- 
ica are complicated and serious 
enough as It is, proLlems growing 
out of cur own economic troubles, 
without our nation Involving them 
In the frightful events of another 
organized International catyclysm. 
Refuse to Follow Dollars 
"There Is no doubt in my mind— 
and I am sure all who are mindful 
of the world war will agree—that 
the American people will never 
tolerate an involvement In any war 
to settle European troubles, to sal- 
vage foreign holdings of our own 
'follow the flag' dollar diplomats 
and capitalistic groups. 
"As a nation, we have no preor- 
dained mandate to police the rest 
of the world. To meddle with the 
explosive rivalries of Europe—rival- 
ries, jealousies, animosities and en- 
mities which antedate our own ori- 
gin as a free Independent govern- 
ment—Is to Invite disaster, 
"American neutrality 
must be 
real and genuine, fearlessly assert- 
ed and meticulously enforced, if 
we are to avoid international bad 
will and possible complications like- 
ly to lead to war. 
"In my opinion the only course 
that will actually assure our peace 
If we are to remain truly neutral, 
n fact, Is to suspend all trade and 
commerce with all belligerents In 
:ime of war. Such a course may oc- 
casion some economic loss, but It

Numerous beer dealers and op- 


erators of night clubs have receiv- 
ed stern warnings from the Texas 
liquor control 
board 
in recent 


days. They have been threatened 
with the cancellation of their per- 
mits if loitering Of drunks, fights 
and other disturbances are per- 
mitted, officers have admitted. 


Local enforcement officers ad- 
mit they are called frequently by 
the operators when customers do 
not- conduct themselves properly, 
while formerly little co-operation 
was shown In many quarters. 


Reports from the larger cen- 


ters are to the effect that liquor 
control operatives have been doing 
considerable "undercover" 
work 


recently and that the permits of 
many establishments will be can- 
celled ' unless

Waco and Dallas liquor control 
operatives are centering their ef- 
forts on the rural night . spots 
while the city police are looking

RESENTMENT GROWS 
IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


OVER SETTLEMENT 


BELIEVED PRAGUE GOVERN- 
MENT TO RESIST ANY DIS- 
MEMBERMENT PROGRAM 


PRAGUE, Sept. 19.—(/P) 


—Amid 
increasing resent- 


ment throughout the coun- 
try, 
the Czechoslovak cabi- 


net went into session today 
to 
consider 
the reported 


Anglo-French plan for set- 
tlement 
of 
Europe's crisis 


by handing the Sudeten areas over 
to Germany. 


President Eduard Benes and his 
ministers «tnrted a close study of 
proposals in which It was believed 
the London and Paris governments 
were urging that Sudetenland—ter- 
ritory Inhabited by the dissident 
Germanic minority—be cut off and 
given to Germany. 


Indignation over such a propos- 
ed solution of the Czechoslovak-Ger- 
man crisis became widely evident. 
From conference begun at dawn 
came hints that the Prague gov- 
ernment, although hard-pressed di- 
plomatically, would stand firmly 
against territorial revision. 


Tho governing committee of tho 
Slovak peoples' party convened at 
Bratislava and although there was 
no official announcement on thei 
discussions, It was expected the 
Slovak conferees would offer sup- 
port against dismemberment. 


The proposals generally received 
on unfavorable reception in Prague. 
Crowds on the streets of the cap- 
ital kept anxious vigil, gleaning 
their news from newspapers and 
bulletin boards. 


Will Lose- Support 


One newspaper commented, 
.. . "tha 
government will be supported by 
nobody If It accepts (the Angle-; 
French proposals.)" 
Increasing fears of war brought 


government consideration of new 
banklr-s rcRulntlor^.and plans for. 
protection of the currency. 


Banks were reluctant to trans-, 
fer foreign funds, fearing that the 
exchanges would not he completed 
before outbreak of hostilities.

Powers and Hlnes. Allred lives In

$2500 each and bail for Hints at 
$10,000.

Mr. Roosevelt declared that to 


become "a workable Instrument 
of government" the constitution 
needed men In every succeeding 
generation to 
administer it who 


were "f-s great as the men who 
wrote It." 


"And 
the greatest of them," the 


president said with reference to 
those who have administered the 
constitution, "have been the men 
who have sought to make the con- 
stitution workable in 'the face of 
the new problems and conditions 
that have faced the nation from 
year to year. 
"Yes, the greatest of them havt 


been those who Have not said "it 
will not work; It cannot be done; 
It must be changed"—but rather 
those who have applied to the 
constitution of the United States 
tho spirit of 'full faith and con- 
fidence' which has come down 
to us from' the convention which 
met here In the summer of 178fc." 
In the early days of the repub- 


lic, the President said, many per- 


sons oppose'd adoption of the con- 
stitution even though they had
